When push comes to 
shove, districts won't 
acton joint plan for 
school growth woes

What was once a consortium 
of all feeder districts and 
community representatives has 
dwindled to Lake Villa District 
41, Grayslake and Antioch high 
schools to nothing. 

The Northwest Educational 
Planning Group formed more 
than a year ago and was charged 
with a mission to find a school 
solution acceptable to all five 
elementary districts and the high 
school. That hasn't happened, 
and no further meetings have 
been called.' 

"1 think we are out of options 
for now," said Dennis Hockney, 
ACMS superintendent. 

"It's as dead as a doornail," 
said Craig Krcssner, District 41 
bonrd president. 

The last meeting, on March 
31, ended with some preliminary 
thoughts on* a unit district 
encompassing all of District 41 or 
having all the District 41 students 
attending either Antioch or 
Grayslake high schools. 

A merger of the Antioch and 
Grayslake high school districts 
was considered a month ago, but 
was shot down by ACHS Board.

It looks like the village will be 
installing a walk light at the 
North Avenue and Main Street 
intersection. 

"We are looking for the go 
ahead from the county," said 
Village Engineer John Boldt. 

Trustees were concerned with 
pedestrian safety at that 
intersection because there isn't a 
walk signal at that crosswalk. 

The village needs the 
approval of the Lake County 



Department of Transportation 
because North Avenue is a 
county road. 

Boldt said the signals would 
cost between 512,000 to $15,000. 

"We will include it in the 
budget," said Tim Wells, village, 
administrator. 

There is no specific time 
frame of when this may be 
accomplished. 

Another area determined by 
trustees to be dangerous is Route 
173 near St. Peter Church and 
Struggles Restaurant. Trustees 



have expressed concern with 
.pedestrian safety when people go 
between the restaurant and 
church on Sundays and have to 
cross the highway. 

"It is not cost effective. There is 
nothing that seems to fit," said 
Wells, of options to address the 
problem. 

There are existing cross 
walks. However, many people 
disregard them in favor of the 
more direct and dangerous 
route. 

Cunningham also asked 
about getting an old cross walk 
near Janis Plastics repainted.

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Downtown facelift 
goes for $500,000

Antioch trustees began dis- 
cussing how proposed downtown 
improvements might look. 

Village Engineer lohn Boldt 
gave trustees a presentation regard- 
ing possible options they have for 
landscaping, lighting and sidewalks 
to spruce up the downtown area. 
The board has already set aside 
$500,000 for the project. 

The whole vision is to create a 
more aesthetically pleasing down- 
town shopping district to help pro- 
mote existing businesses. 

"We want something to help 
attract people and the tourists to 
the downtown area," said Claude 
LcMere, community development 
director. 

One of the considerations is 
lighting. Trustees are pondering 
going with a decorative light in 
addition to the existing street lights. 
One thing is for sure, the number of 
the high mast lights will remain at 
11. However, their location will 
change so they are spaced more 
evenly from Orchard to Park 
avenues. They also will be 30 feet 
high. 

Some trustees were concerned 
with how the light might affect resi- 
dents with second.' floor apart- 
ments. 

"The downtown area is mainly a 
business area and they need to con- 
sider the safety factor in this," said 
Trustee Dorothy Larson. 

'•We are spending a lot of time, 
effort and money to make this 
change," said Trustee Wayne 
Forrcsta. "We need a little coopera- 
tion." 

Trustees also considered' 



whether they should keep the exist- 
ing trees or cut them down and start 
with new ones. 

Village Administrator Tim Wells 
said the existing Christmas lights 
would not look good on smaller 
trees. Forresta was in support of 
keeping as many existing trees as 
possible. 

"I just don't think the new trees 
would be tall enough," Forresta 
said. 

"We should have some of both 
so when the mature trees get old 
and die we have some to replace 
them," said Trustee Mabel Lou 
Weber. 

. Boldt said the village can 
spend $150,000 on lighting, 
$140,000 on sidewalks and curbs, 
$36,000-$37,000 for resurfacing 
Main Street and $30,000 for land- . 
scaping, depending on the 
options trustees choose. 

In terms of sidewalks, Mayor 
Marilyn Shineflug told trustees 
they had to keep the existing 
width of the sidewalk because 
the Illinois Department of 
Transportation wanted to keep 
the full road right-of-way for 
Route 83. 

One suggestion was to add a 
more decorative strip near each 
crosswalk to enhance the look. 

The board hasn't made any 
firm decisions at this time. The 
board will discuss the issue again 
at the April 28 meeting. 

Once they are more clear on a 
direction they would like to take, 
Shineflug will present the sug- 
gestions to downtown mer- 
chants to get their input. 

Also included will be under- 
ground electrical cable work.

Emmons School students 
were off to space this week. 

The fourth- and fifth-grade 
students took part in the school's 
seventh space simulation. 
Complete with a space station, 
shuttle and mission control, this 
hands-on demonstration gave 
students a first-hand glimpse at 
the complexities of space travel. 

Among the experiments was 
mission control with student 
Mike Lowe, who was monitoring 
experiments performed by the 
student astronauts. 

"They had to drink while lean- 
ing over the chair to simulate 



weightlessness in space," Lowe 
said. 

Also involved was a student 
medical team. Part of that team 
was Robert Reynolds. One of the 
things he was watching was if the . 
astronauts were doing their exer- 
cises properly. 

"If they don't do their exercis- 
es, their muscles will be weak 
when they get back to earth," 
Reynolds said. 

Students communicated 
through computer links from sta- 
tion or rocket to the mission con- 
trol. Mission control had the 
video monitor on the spacecraft. 
Besides the space simulation, 
students also participated in 



other space related experiments. 
One of them was to create a seal 
to a package so eggs could be 
protected from a 35-foot drop. 

Another project involved stu- 
dents making their own rockets 
out of toilet paper rolls. 

Another room had students 
working on their own satellites by 
using " paper and creating the 
same motion. Finally another 
room was set for the constella- 
tions. 

Each student was involved in 
each of these areas during the 
three-day simulation. 

Parents assisted teachers in 
creating the space station and 
shuttle in the gym.

New boats to help clean up waterways 

The second boat, a tug/push 
capable of a top speed of 40 
mph., is powered by two in-board 
MerCruiser engines. The engines 
are serviced by a heat exchanger 
which removes the need for any 
river water to be used in directly 
cooling them. Measuring 28 
1/2 feet, it will be used to move 
such equipment as the Agency's 
barge, booster pump, amphibi- 
ous backhoe, swamp dozer and 
work platforms. 

The shortest of the three 
boats, measuring 27 1/2 feet, is 
designed for buoy placement and 
has a light manual winch for the 
removal of small floating hazards. 
The new boats are on indefi- 
nite loan to the Agency from the 
IDNR, which would likely only 
request their temporary return in 
the case of emergency. Agency 
officials said there are no plans to 
conduct towing operations with 
the new boats.

The Fox Waterway Agency 
received a helping hand from the 
Illinois Department of Natural 
Resources in the form of three 
new workboat to help with spring 
clean-up operations. 

"These boats will be very use- 
ful to us as we maintain the 40 
miles of river, 0,500 acres of lake 
and 240 miles of waterfront that 
we're responsible for," said 
Agency Chairman Dr. William 
Dam.- • 

Tony Muzereus, operations 
engineer for IDNR, explained that 
the boats were provided to the 
Agency though an intergovern- 
mental agreement with FWA 
using the boats for the cost of any 
maintenance. 

"It's a good deal for everyone," 
Muzereus said. "We're 100 per- 
cent behind the work that they 
(the Agency) are doing up here." 



The three boats have a com- 
bined cost of $231,544 and were 
custom-built of 1/4-inch alu- 
minum by the William E. Munson 
Co., according to specifications 
laid out by Muzereus and John 
Lape, the Agency's field supervisor. 

Each of die boats has a special- 
ized function. The longest, measur- 
ing 30 1/2 feet, is equipped with a 
crane capable of lifting close to 
1,200 pounds and is to be used for 
dredging operations. 

"The crane will mean that we 
won't need five guys and a chain fall 
to get something out of the water 
anymore," said Wayne Blake, one of 
the Agency's directors. 

Agency Director Ron Baker 
noted that the crane boat's 
engines could be raised using 
hydraulic transoms. He added 
that this was a particularly useful 
design feature because "95 per- 
cent of the work the boat will be 
doing will be in shallow water." 



History buff tells Rotary about Chicago Fire

Antioch Rotary members 
were taken back in time to a sig- 
nificant historical event in Illinois 
history — The Chicago Fire. 

Earl Beesely, vice president of 
the Lakes Region Historical 
Society, told some little known 
facts about a fire which killed 125 
people and caused $100 million 
of damage in 1871. 

"In 1871 Chicago was regarded 
as a marvel of its age and had 
300,000 residents," Beesely noted. 

Beesely mentioned it was a 
particularly dry year at the time 
and the city already experienced 
30 fires. What may have set up the 
damage was a fire a day before. 

This fire covered a four block 
area and an estimated $3 million 
in property was lost. 

More significantly, was the 
condition of the firefighters and 
the equipment. 

"They lost half of their equip- 
ment. At that time, after a fire, fire- 
man got boozed up," Beesely noted. 

The-initial fire call was sound- 
ed at 9:30 p.m. Oct. 7. 

"Most of the people didn't 
think much of it when they came 
home from church services," 
Boesely said. 

However, the observer at city 
hall erred in the location, costing 



the fire department an hour. 

Beesely added some of people 
had difficulty moving their items 
far enough away from the fire. 
Looters also faced the same prob- 
lem, many of them were forced to 
leave by the blaze. 

"One women was making 
breakfast for victims of the fire 
and didn't get to finish making 
the breakfast because of the fire," 
Beesely said. 

Some people went to Lake 
Michigan thinking they would be 
safe. 

"They suffocated because the fire 
took the oxygen out of the air," he said. 



Beesely discovered his great 
grandfather's wagon shop was 
spared in the fire. Both his wives 
great grandparents lost their 
homes. 

He added even the brick and 
stone building burned because of 
the intense heat. 

Ironically, even though the 
fire started at the O'Leary barn, 
the house was spared. 

However, their cow perished. 
A neighbor, Paul Sullivan, could 
not save the cow. 

"He got his wooden foot stuck 
and he barely escaped with his 
life." Beesely said.

Barry Gold, education director 
for the congregation, spoke follow- 
ing Mann. He contrasted a story of 
Elijah with the new congregation. 
Just like Elijah was turned away 
from the wedding of a rich family 
when dressed as a beggar, but later 
welcomed when dressed in the 
finest clothes, their congregation is 
just as meaningful without an elab- 
orate temple cloaked in fine fur- 
nishings, he explained in his char- 
acteristically dramatic style.

The school board discussed 
fees in committee session and are 
likely to approve them at the April 
17 board meeting.

He noted Grayslake was willing to 
discuss options while Antioch 
officials were more cautious. 

"They were willing to discuss 
something that wouldn't cost them 
any money," Kressner said of 
Antioch officials. 

He added if District 41 were to 
attempt to create their own unit plan, it 
would receive a cold reception, espe- 
cially since Antioch will eventually be 
looking for another building referen- 
dum in fewyears down the road. 

"It's really unfortunate we 
couldn't come up with something; 
now we have a really screwed up 
situation," Kressner said. 

Grayslake High School officials 
are concerned a unit district would 
create a financial hardship on die 
district based on the education laws. 

Kressner stressed both districts 
have borrowed substantial sums of 
money to finance additions with- 
out going to the voters. These 
options have strapped both dis- 
tricts for cash. 

"They couldn't afford to lose 
our assessed valuation," he said. 

If a unit district was created, it 
would require both the Antioch and 
Grayslake High Schools pay the 
new district a portion of each 
school's assets in relation to the 
attendance from District 41. 

Facilitator Paul Thorston of the 
University of Illinois has agreed to 
facilitate any further discussions 
the group may have. 

The group received a financial 
study on the operating costs of 
the districts' three months ago on 
five options. None of those 
options exists because none of 
the members could come to a 
consensus on any one item. 

Cockney added Antioch High 
School officials are willing to dis- 
cuss any new proposal which may 
arise.

Planting time is finally here 



"April showers bring May 
flowers." Finally, spring has 
sprung! This is a busy season for 
gardeners. There are many 
things to get accomplished. 

Last week we spoke about 
seeding lawns. This is an ideal 
time to fertilize (with an herbi- 
cide) if you have not already . * 
done so. Remember, dethatch. 
It's most important for healthy, 
disease resistant turf. 

As the weather warms and 
the soil has dried, begin to turn 
over vegetable and annual 
flower beds. I use a spiked fork. 
It works great. Clumps of dirt are 
easily broken up with one. 

While turning over, remem- 
ber to incorporate plenty of 
organic material. I can't empha- 
size this enough! Start saving 
kitchen scraps, (no meat by 
products, please!) for the com- 
post pile. If you have a large gar- 
den you do not have to turn over 
the entire garden in one day. 
Make it manageable. I do mjne 
in sections. Have a plan on 
paper, and turnover the space 
where early, tender crops will be 
sown first. 



Lettuce, onions, radishes anc 
sweet peas can be sown now. If 
you sow some seed (i.e. lettuce) 
every two weeks you will have a 
continuous supply well into -

summer. 

As soon as perennials show 
growth fertilize them. Now is a 
good time to purchase perennial 
stock. Look for healthy, estab- 
lished plants. Resist the urge to 
purchase annuals too early. If 
they cannot be planted. shortly 
after purchase they become root 
bound, dry out and do not per- 
form well in the garden. 

Later blooming perennials 
can be divided now. It's a good 
time to ask your neighbor for a 
clump of that Shasta Daisy or 
mum you've been admiring. 



If a fence or deck surround- 
ing your garden needs paint or " 
stain do it now, before plants are 
established. 

Once the plants take off they 
are harder to protect from 
overspray. Cover them with 
1 plastic sheeting, while painting 
■ or staining. 

If we do not get enough rain 
keep seedlings and flowers 
watered. Follow directions 
when fertilizing and keep an 
eye out for insect damage. Hot 
pepper spray works to deter 
critters from munching on 
tender plants. If applicable pro- 
tect young plants from late 
frosts. Plastic sheeting or cloches 
made from plastic gallon milk 
jars work great. It's a good idea 
to keep them on hand. We have 
been known to have frosts as late 
at May 26. 

Many gardeners risk planting 
in late April and early May. but 
have ample protection near by. If 
you have any "tricks of the 
trade," I'd like to hear about 
them.

Getting kids prepared for divorce will ease transition 




Dear Dr. Singer, 

I'm divorced and going 
crazy! My husband doesn't 
have the same rules in his 
house as in mine and my son 
gets everything he wants 
there. When he comes home 
lie is out of control. Mow can I 
get my husband to understand 
that we have to get this on 
track? S.T. 

Dear ST., 

This is a 
common 
question 1 
hear a lot of. 1 
usually sug- 
gest that the 
parent who is 
being the 

"Disneyland" parent or the one 
who gives all the good stuff and 
lets the child get away with things, 
think about what future implica- 
tions Uiis will have. . 

Kids that get everything Uiey 
want due to a divorce tend to grow 
up expecting the same treatment. 
This can become quite out of con- 
trol and difficult. You're obviously 
concerned that your child have the 
best possible future, however, if 
you want to get through to your 
ex-spouse a little better, try this: a 
child that is never taught to earn 
for himself or be responsible, usu- 
ally tends to be living with you 
much longer than you would like. 
While we all love our kids, at some 
point, we want them independent 
so that we aren't having to fend for 
them. *. 

Kids that get everything they 
want from one parent usually go 
back to that one parent for every- 
thing they want throughout time! 
Most parents I know don't really 
want tlits for their child's or their 
future. I run a behavior program 
that has been really successful 
even with divorced couples. We set 
up the same program in each 
home so that die transition is 
smootiicr for the child, easier on 
the parents and the rules are the 
same in both places. 

This program ends to bring 
even divorced parents closer in 
thinking. This improves kid's 



behavior tremendously. If you're 
interested in more information on 
the behavior program, call me. 

Dear Dr. Singer, 

My husband and I are get- 
ting a divorce and are unsure 
of how to explain this to our 
kids. We have a 7 and 9 year 
old. We want to make sure that 
we tell them the right way. Can 
you help? P.P. 

" Dear P.P., 

Your 
concern is 
admirable and 
getting your 
children pre- 
pared ahead 
of time will 
help. First you should know that 
kids are very resilient and will 
adjust. The kids I've met seem to 
have several fears when it comes 
to divorce. One fear is that they 
will not get to see one or the other 
parent at all. Another fear kids 
have is that they somehow caused 
the divorce or that it is their fault. 

First, we need to reassure kids 
that divorce in no way, shape or 
form, is ever their fault. Let them 
off the hook! I usually ask parents 
to make sure to try and keep die 
child's life as stable as possible. Try 
to keep the school, home, friends, 
neighborhoods, etc. the same in 
the child's life as much as can be 
done. The less adjustments the 
better. 

More importantly, die child 
needs to know that he or she will 
have free access to both parents. 
Baring a physically abusive or sex- 
ually abusive situation, the chil- 
dren need both parents. Many 
times, I see two parents feuding 
with each other who cannot 
believe that a child might still like 
or love the other parent. The truth 
is, your battle is between you and 
your spouse. Not between your 
spouse and child. Your child loves 
both of you and should. Therefore, 
if the child is kept out of-the adult 
situation as much as possible and 
is allowed to believe that both par- 
ents will be accessible, the child 
usually adjusts better. If you make 



your child feel safe and then follow 
through, tilings should be OK. You 
might also want to do this in a 
therapist's office sine tilings can 
come up.

Phone solicitation may confuse donors 



The Make-A-Wish 

Foundation® is informing area res- 
idents that tlie organization never 
solicits donations over the phone. 
Hie Foundation has received sever- 
al calls from consumers who are 
being solicited by phone, and are 
asking for clarification as to 
whether the campaign is being 
conducted by Make-A-Wish. 

"Make-A-Wish does not con- 
duct telephone or door-to-door 
solicitation. However, we are often 
confused with organizations that 
do," said Pam Devereux, executive 
director of the local chapter. 

The Foundation recognized 
that telemarketing is a legitimate 
way of marketing and selling prod- 
ucts and services. However, said 
Devereux, consumers can be con- 
fused, and Make-A-Wish wants to 
ensure tlie consumer's donations 
are going to the charily of their 
choice. 

"It is important for tlie public to 
ask questions of anyone who calls 
on the telephone soliciting for a 



cause," Devereux said. 

Knowing what the organization 
is all about, getting clear and direct 
answers and understanding some 
of the techniques of telephone 
marketing are ways to avoid confu- 
sion. 

The Washington, DC-based 
National Consumers League has 
formed a special department 
known as the Alliance Against 
Fraud in Telemarketing that has 
outlined several ways for con- 
sumers to handle telemarketing 
calls, Devereux said. They are: 

• Don't allow yourseir to be 
pushed into a hurried decision. 

• Always request written infor- 
mation, by mail, about a product, 

■ service, investment or charity, and 
details about the organization that 
is offering it. 

• Don't make a donation, 
investment or purchase that you 
don't understand. 

• Ask what state and federal 
agencies tlie firm is regulated by 
and/or with whom they arc 




required to be registered. 

• If an investment or major pur- 
chase Is involved, request that 
information also be sent to your 
accountant, financial advisor, 
banker, or attorney for evaluation 
and an opinion. 

• Ask what recourse you would 
have if you make a purchase and 
aren't satisfied. 

• Don't provide personal finan- 
cial information over the phone 
unless you are absolutely certain 
the caller has a bona fide need to 
know. 

• If necessary, hang-up.

•Don't second guess your 
decisions. Don't spend time look- 
ing back trying to analyze your 
errors. You must learn from your 
failures, but don't second guess 
yourself. The best decision makers 
combine information, facts and 
instinct to get die job done. They 
don't let previous mistakes drag 
them down and neither should 
you.

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Hostas provide form, color to brighten shade gardens 



Beautiful large found puckered leaves 
with wide, irregular margins of blue and 
light green; leaf centers are yellow-cream 
and a dense mass of white flowers in 
midsummer. I'm the Hosta "Great 
Expectation." I can stand alone as a spec- 
imen in your shade garden 
or in a mass planting to 
brighten up any dull, dark 
corner. 

Some of my friends are: 
the Hosta "Bright Lights." 
Cupped-shaped leaves; cen- 
ter streaked and mottled 
with yellow; wide green mar- 
gins. I look great next to the 
Hosta "Blue Angel" which 
has huge blue leaves with a 
heavy texture; many white 
hyacinth-like flowers. This 
plant is a beautiful specimen 
and looks great planted with low growing 
evergreen'groundcover around it to show 
off it's bold blue textured leaves. 

The Hosta "Sun Power" is one of the 
very best gold Hostas; has unique twisted 
and pointed golden leaves and grows 
rapidly into a beautiful clump; the color 
holds up well with exposure to a consid- 
erable amount of sun; orchid flowers in 
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early summer. 

The 1997 American Hosta Growers 
Hosta of the Year is the Hosta "Patriot." It 
has the same dark green center and form 
as the Hosta "Francee," but has a much 
wider striking crisp white margin. The 
Hosta "Pizzaz" has heart- 
shaped leaves with wavy 
cream-white margins on a 
frosted blue base; dense 
masses of white flowers. 

These particular Hostas 
mentioned are a selection of 
popular and new cultivars 
providing forms and colors to 
brighten up one's shade gar- 
den. 

Some nice companion 
plants for the Hostas are the 
Coral Bells. They have large 
leaves, grow well.in the shade 
and offer more interest for the dull, dark 
corners of certain shade gardens.

Lake County election results have world wide interest 



Lake County Clerk Willard 
Helander said viewers from liter- 
ally "the other side of the world" 
accessed the County Clerk 
Internet page to see the outcome 
of the April 1 election. "No 
foolin. More than 25,500 hits 
were made to access our up-to- 
the-minute election results, some 
from as far away as Japan, 
Australia, Singapore, New 
Zealand and our neighbors in 
Canada," said Helander. April 1 
proved the most active day ever 
for www.co.lakc.il.us/cntyclk. 

Helander piloted the coun- 
ty's first move onto the World 
Wide Web in March 1996 and was 
one of the first two counties in 



Illinois, along with Kane County 
Clerk Lorraine Sava, to offer vir- 
tually on-line election results. "In 
late 1995, I asked the County 
Administrator why a county of 
our size and of our professional 
competence had not utilized this 
very effective communication 
tool," she added. After Lake 
County's computer department 
investigated the growing number 
of new on-line customers con- 
necting each week, the county 
began developing the Virtual 
Government Center. 

Helander noted she was par- 
ticularly pleased with the speed 
with which the computer depart- 
ment staff worked to provide the 



County Clerk's office access to 
the World Wide Web for the elec- 
tion results in the 1996 presiden- 
tial primaries. "The county staff 
worked so quickly that we had 
less than a week to publicize our 
new Internet address, y et we 
received 2,800 access hits in 
March 1996," Helander said. 

"We have continued to 
expand our Internet page to 
include information on where 
precinct polling places are locat- 
ed, how to become an election 
judge or poll watcher, and what 
issues and candidates are on the 
ballot." The web site will soon 
contain the petition information 
for school board candidates who 



will appear on the ballot for the 
Nov. 4 Nonpartisan Election, as 
well as information for those 
interested in filing during Dec. 
1997 for the March 1998 primary 
elections. 

Next, the County Clerk will 
offer information on the services 
offered in the Vital Records and Tax 
Extension departments, of the 
office. Long term plans include 
posting indexes for genealogical 
records, once the county institutes 
digital imaging of local records for 
storage as computer files.

In Maine, the first state in the nation to limit lawmakers In 
both sides of the state legislature, government is running . 
smoother, lawmakers are working harder, lobbyists have less 
influence and the new breed of representative seems to be 
, more in tune with the electorate. 

One of the strongest arguments against term limits— that 
lobbyists and staffers will take over government — hasn't 
worked out at all in Maine. Maybe that's because the citizen 
lawmakers are working harder at their job of governing that . 
working to build bridges to reelection. Maine legislators are 
limited to eight years. 

Even without mandated term limits, in our opinion there has 
been no lessening in tlie quality of representation for Lake ■.'-, 
County in Springfield, despite fairly extensive turnover in the 
11 person delegation due to retirement, redistrictingahdambi-" 
tion; Only State Sens, Adeline Geo-Karis (R-Zion) and BUI 
Peterson (R-Long Grove), and State Rep. Bob Churchill (R-Lake 
Villa) can be regarded as long-timers. . 

Remember the old saying, "As Maine goes, so goes the 
nation." Illinois would do well to join tlie term limits move- 
ment. 

Election mood: 
keep it steady 

Voters were remarkably kind to incumbents in tlie consolidat- 
ed election April 1.' With two notable exceptions, incumbency 
was the best thing going for candidates election day./ 

Waukegan Mayor Bill Durkin survived near knock-out blows 
delivered by activist Atty. Newton Finn, but elsewhere incum- 
bentleaders enjoyed smooth sailing. As noted here several 
weeks ago, some mayors and township supervisors are so firm- 
ly entrenched they weren't even challenged^ The lack of con-;, 
tests contributed in no small part to the paltry voter turnout. 

Trie two 'exceptions were of arresting prbportJohs. /Mike 
Graham, author of Lake County's open space movement, 
regained his seat as supervisor of Libertyville Township.. 
Trustee ]im Krischke overturned the dictatorial and abrasive 
first term mayor of Lake Zurich, Debbie Vasels, vowing to 
restore concensus and decorum. There is no question that 
changes will be made under their watch. 

Elsewhere, many village executives will be grappling with 
hold-over problems despite getting a vote of confidence from 
their constitutients. Sewer problems likely will be intensified 
in Wauconda where Mayor Jim Eschenbach denied dumping 
raw sewage into Bangs Lake even in the face of a cease and 
desist order from thelllinois Environmental Protection Agency 
delivered in the final days before tlie election. Newly elected 
Antioch Township Supervisor Tim Osmond admitted that com- 
munity sanitation shortcomings detailed by his opponent will 
be a high priority in tlie coming months. 
/Grayslake Mayor Pat Carey and Muridelein Mayor Marilyn 
Sindles are certain to find their friendly position toward the 
proposed Rte. 53 tollway will continue to be a source of unrest. 
The surprising depth of voter concern over gangs and public 
safety will keep driving political discourse in the Round Lake 
area. 

There once was a time when the biggest problems facing local 
government were fixing street potholes and keeping the squad 
car filled with gasoline. Now local officials are beset with a 
variety of headaches, some of which just won't go away. .

Dear Mr. President: Remember that learning begins at birth 



"Make children our number one pri- 
ority" is the theme of the Child Care 
Coalition of Lake County's 1997 celebra- 
tion of the Week of the Young Child. 
Coalition members are spreading that 
message throughout Lake County by way 
of events such as the Gurnee Mills kickoff 
April 13 and publication of this special 
section of Lakeland Newspapers. 

The Coalition also sent its message to 
President Bill Clinton following his State 
of the Union address. Here is what the 
Coalition wrote: 

President Bill Clinton 
The Wliite House 
Washington, D.C. 20500 
Februarys, 1997 

Dear President Clinton: 

On behalf of the Child Care Coalition 
of Lake County, I want to applaud your 
State of the Union address, focusing on 
education as a top priority. 

The fact that 40 percent of 8 year olds 

in this country cannot read on their own is 

appalling, but we all know that learning 

'does not begin in 3rd grade — or even in 

kfnctcrgarrch—tr begins at birth. 

As you indicated, current research 
emphasizes unequivocally the important 
connection between brain development 
and children 's experiences during their first 
few years of life. These findings, of course, 
have important implications for all child 
care, including child care that is linked to 
welfare reform. 

With more and more infants, toddlers 
and preschoolers spending most of their 
waking hours in out-of home care, we need 
to be increasingly concerned about the lack 
of quality, early childhood education and 
care programs available to working fami- 
lies. 

It is ironic that during these early 
years, the ones most crucial to optimal 
development and learning, teachers/care- 
givers arc too often unqualified, unpre- 
pared and unable to provide a stimulat- 
ing, nurturing and stable environment. 

Expanding Head Start may be a step in 



the right direction, but Head Start alone 
cannot begin to fill the void. As a part-day, 
three or four hour program, Head Start 
does not meet the needs of working parents. 
Only where there are full-day Head Start 
programs (few and far between) or where 
Head Start has combined with community- 
based child care programs (wrap-around 
child care) have we begun to address these 
critical needs. 

The Child Care Coalition remains 
hopeful that the coming year will begin to 
bring workable solutions to some of the 
challenges that face young children and 
families in our country today. 

We wish you much success in your sec- 
ond term of office.

A child who has a well-developed 
sense of self-esteem and close attach- 
ments to the family andTamtly values is 
less apt to use or abuse substances in 
later childhood. Consistent care and dis- 
cipline are crucial. 

These were some of the comments of 
June Aimen, therapist and director of 
community education at the Josselyn 
Center for Mental Health, when she took 
part in a panel, "Preparing Preschoolers 
for the Drug- Free Years," in February at 
Deerfield High School. 

Aimen said that in the first year the 
child develops a sense of trust and in the 
second year a sense of autonomy. 
"Children learn about die world by 



exploring," she said. "If they're inhibited 
by a parent who insists on doing for the 
child, they have a diminished sense of 
mastery and they are more dependent on 
others. They are more vulnerable to the 
approval of the peer group." 

Parents need to "walk the develop- 
mental ladder," Aimen explained. "They 
need to be nurturing to meet the needs of 
the helpless infant and flexible to tune 
into the changes as the infant becomes a 
toddler and the toddler a preschooler. 
Young children need parents who let 
them know there is someone at home 
who is in charge — someone who is older 
and wiser, who can protect and set limits 
to give the child a sense of security." 



Q: Lately I have become more 
aware of the academic knowledge Hint 
children learn in preschool and day 
care. Is there any other learning that 
goes on? 

A: Good question. Preschool education 
is not only the early beginnings of a child's 
formal education, but aJso an important 
period for children to leam about them- 
selves and the world they live in. 

In a preschool setting achild learns to 
be a part of a group and how to listen. 
Children learn to take direction. They leam 
how to follow a lead and work cooperatively 
with peers. They have successes and feel 
good about themselves. They leam to 
respect others and to respond to ideas other 
than their own. They may even learn to 



share. All of these benefits, which come 
about through play, are important tools for a 
child to have as he enters kindergarten. 
Although non-academic skills, they are valu- 
able for a child to possess as she continues 
up the ladder of education. 

The early years are, indeed, important 
years of learning. Just remember: A good 
preschool experience should stimulate a 
child's curiosity and die desire to leam — 
something all parents want for their children.

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Families consider important Child Care choices 



Choosing child care is one of the 
most important decisions a parent will 
make in the life of their child. Whether 
choosing a preschool, camp, after school 
program or full-time child care at a cen- 
ter, family child care home or an in-home 
nanny service, it is a decision that should 
be made with much care. How does a 
parent begin? Some of the considerations 
when choosing child care should be: 
What is the purpose of the care? What 
hours do I need care? What location do I 
need? What age is my child? What expec- 
tations do I have for the child care pro* 
gram? What are my child's needs and 
interests? 

Starting with the need and the 
child's age usually will begin the 
process. If you have an infant, many 
parents prefer family child care homes 
or in-home care due the small number 
of children served in these settings and 
the ability to individualize care. Center 
care is also available for this age group. 
Toddlers have the same care options. 
Preschool children have those choices as 
well as part time preschools that usually 
serve children ages three to five. School 
age children have before and after 
school-age care programs available to 
them that are often located on school 



sites, within walking distance from schools 
and/or with transportation services 
offered from their local school to 
the school-age site. School-age 
children also have private camps 
and park programs available for 
them on non-school months and 
vacation. 

All of the above type 
of child care listings are 
available from your 
county Resources and 
Referral agency, part of 
Resource and Referral 
network, available 
child care programs. 
The state designated 
child care referral pro- 
gram for Lake County is the 
YWCA Child Care Resource and Referral 
Program in Waukegan, which has over 
700 child care programs listed including 
centers, homes, nanny services, before 
and after-school programs, camp and 
preschools. The Illinois network of Child 
Care Resource and Referral programs 
are non-profit program funded by the 
Dept. of Children and Family Services 
and the Dept. of Public Aid, as well as 
other sources such as United Way and 
Americore. For Lake County child care 



listings call 1 (800) 244-5376. For informa- 
tion about eligibility for state-paid 
child care subsidy programs in Lake 
County, call 662-6129. For informa- 
tion on training classes and grant 
money available for child care staff 
in Lake county call 662-4247. All 
three of these programs are avail- 
able through the YWCA Child Care 
Resource and Referral program 
of Lake County. 

Resource and Referral programs 
can help parents find 
available child 
care, but parents 
should make the 
final decision by 
making on-site visits 




and interviewing the potential caregiver. 
On-site visits should include questions 
about health and safety, toys and equip- 
ment, ratio of caregivers to number of 
children, ages of children served, avail- 
able outside play space, food services 
and menus, experience and education of 
caregivers, meeting of licensing stan- 
dards, program and activities for the 
children and methods of parent-staff 
communication. Choosing child care is 
an important decision and should be 
made with adequate time to look into 
the types of care and the potential child 
care settings and caregivers. — by

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The definition of quality home child care 



Quality home child care takes place 
in the healthy and safe home environ- 
ment of the caregiver. The home is clean, 
organized and reasonably neat. The care- 
giver is a nurturing adult with a warm, 
pleasant and positive personality who has 
been specially trained and continues to 
pursue more training in child develop- 
ment. There may be assistants to the 
caregiver who will also present a nurtur- 
ing personality and have training in child 
development. There are enough adults to 
respond to children individually. The 
caregiver has a valid license from (he 
Dept. of Children and Family Services and 
operates in compliance with that license. 

A quality home child care provider 
has a daily schedule that includes learn- 



ing activities with materials and toys 
appropriate to the ages and developmen- 
tal stages of the children being cared for 
in the home. There will often be a mix of 
ages (as in a natural family) and children 
learn to cooperate and get along in a 
small group. Television and video tape 
viewing are minimal and carefully select- 
ed for appropriateness. Nap or rest time is 
scheduled daily and nutritious snacks and 
meals are served. There are frequent posi- 
tive and warm interactions among adults 
and children. Depending on the numbers 
and ages of children and adults there may 
be planned and safely conducted field 
trips or outings. Children are treated with 
respect, disciplined gently and by exam- 
ple. Children treat each other and the 



caregiver with respect, independence is 
fostered by allowing children to do as 
much for themselves as they are develop- 
mentally ready to do. Children are taught 
good health and safety practices through- 
out their day by adult example. 

A quality home child care provider 
has a written contract with parents cover- 
ing the details of their agreement. Daily 
records are kept on each child's needs 
and activities. The provider has frequent 



communication with parents and works 
witli them to foster each child's growth 
and well-being. A quality caregiver seeks 
advice and referral when necessary to 
meet a child's needs. The caregiver's day 
is devoted to the children's needs and her 
attention is not diverted from them for 
personal chores or activities. — by

We all want our children to live in an 
environment that is healthy and safe. 
Occasionally we forget to provide that 
protection. Sometimes all it takes is a 
reminder or explanation to keep our 
homes as safe and healthy as is necessary 
for our children to grow and to learn. 
Remember, too, the safety measures we 
carry out in our homes must also be fol- 
lowed in the homes our children visit — 
grandparents, neighbors, aunts/uncles, 
and baby sitters. 

See if you can answer "true" to the fol- 
lowing: 

• Our home has a working smoke 
detector on every level and batteries are 
checked monthly. We also plan and prac- 
tice two fire escape routes. 

• Household cleaners and all medi- 
cines and vitamins (prescription and over 
the counter) are stored out of reach of 
young children. 

• We cover electrical outlets with safe- 
ty plugs. 

• We avoid dressing our children in 
loose or stringed clothing (hoods, 
attached mittens, scarves, ponchos) or 
using stringed items (jump ropes) that 
could be caught on playground equip- 
ment and strangle children. 

• Our family buckles up on every car 
ride. A safety seat is used until our child 
outgrows it. When our child is 40-inches 
tail and weighs 40 lbs., he can be moved 
to a booster seat or use the safety belt. 

f • Our home has emergency numbers 
near telephones and first aid supplies 
(police, fire, poison control center and 



medical services). 

* If our home has horizontal blinds, 
pleated and cellular shades, vertical blinds 
and draperies, we will contact the Window 
Covering Safety Council 1(800)506-4636 for 
information on window covering safety 
and free tassels or tie-down devices to 
ensure our children are safe when near 
window covering cords.

Programs help parents do a good job 



According to cur- 
rent research on the 
human brain infants 
are born with a great 
capacity to express lan- 
guage. According to the 
findings the newborns' 
brain is composed of 
trillions of neurons (like 
computer chips) that 
are waiting to be 
"wired" for learning. 
The windows of oppor- 
tunity may go 
uptapped without the 
stimulation required 
between the ages of 
birth through 3. 

While early child- 
hood educators will encourage parents 
to provide an environment that is rich 
in appropriate toys, activities, and 
experiences, the new research focuses 
heavily on the language segment of the 
brain and ways to stimulate the neu- 
rons.

We all begin by 
teaching our children 
how to wave "bye- 
bye," and play "peek-a- 
boo."

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Building with blocks builds independence 



Have you ever walked into a pre- 
school class and seen children busy build- 
ing with blocks? Did you wonder why they 
are playing so intently that they have not 
noticed you are there? 

Well, it is because it is creative play 
you are observing with many meaningful 
first hand experiences that encourage 
cognitive, socio-emotional and physical 
development. 

There are many kinds of blocks — 
Leggos. cardboard or wooden blocks, hol- 
low plastic blocks and blocks that are 
considered table toys. Children of all ages 
play with blocks. Children can be seen at 
a young age just piling blocks in a truck 
and pushing them. Children learn that 



some blocks are heavy. The textures of 
some blocks arc different from other 
blocks. Children start to learn the proper- 
ties and understand what can and cannot 
be done with blocks.

Ing your job, pay or benefits. My problem is my company called 
me after the first day being gone and satd they were letting me 
go. They told me ihe reason was due lo Inadequate attendance 
even though they know I was caring for a sick uncle. The only 
thing ihcy offered me when t left was that 1 could continue lo pay 
my own insurance through their <COUKA> plan. My mom and I 
are thinking uf hiring an attorney to flic a suit for wrongful dis- 
missal. I know people write to you all the time wilh their prob- 
lems, and I would appreciate whatever you could do, or any 
advice you could give. Thank you, |.P.-Undenhurst

In speaking wilh the parties Involved In your behalf, It 
became known that a Ad hour weekly aticmlancc was not high 
on your list of priorities. In fact, your company had already put 
you under an attendance, probation 6 week before. You mny 
want lo rethink your phone call lo the lawyer. Per your former 
employer..,. 1 "! months working for a company does nol meet the 
requirements or the "Family Ixave Act." That's strike one! Caring 
for your sick uncle under the circumstances would also not fall 
under the guidelines of the "Family Leave Act." Strike Two! 
According to your former employer their company does not fall 
into ihe required number of employees mandatory for Institut- 
ing this act. Strike Three! Obviously In a time of need one docs 
nol always know when an emergency will arise where one would 
need to activate this "Family leave." In your case however, the 
story of your uncle that no one ever heard you mention came 
from nut of ihe blue. A company suffers ttie additional pressures 
In ihe absence of its employees. Yours come without warning 
and a voicemtiil message staling you needed time off. It most 
likely occurred to your employer that while (his time your liean 
may have been in Ihe fight place, your previous track record for 
reporting your work was not. Volcemail was not the proper way 
to communicate your dilemma. Your employer decided that In 
yoit'r absence, you would be replaced, ..permanently. Keep In 
mind that while although anyone can sue anyone, winning or 
losing is Ihe gamble you take.
